EDITOR'S  XOTE. 

We  are  publishing  in  this  issue  the 
second  installment  of  the  "Certificate 
Book." 

On  a  re-examination  of  certain  of  the 
entries  in  the  book  which  we  carried  in 
the  January  issue,  using  a  strong  read- 
ing glass  on  some  that  were  more  or  less 
faded,  we  are  convinced  that  a  few  er- 
rors crept  in,  and  we  are  correcting  them 
herewith : 

On  page  52,  paragraph  6,  the  name 
John  Doi-me  should  have  been  John 
Donne. 

On  page  80,  paragraph  5,  the  name 
Will'm  Collingsworth  appears,  spelled 
also  Collinsworth  in  same  entry.  The 
index  to  the  old  volume  does  not  disclose 
this  name ;  but  the  name  William  Collins 
in  tbe  index  bears  page  number  referring 
to  the  entry  showing  name  "Collings- 
worth. ' '  We  have  no  means  of  knowing 
which  is  correct,  the  index  reference  or 
the  entry  in  the  body  of  the  text. 

On  page  33,  paragraph  4,  we  have 
the  name  Timmerman.  The  first  letter  of 
the  word  appears  to  be  a  capital  T,  and 
it  appears  the  same  way  in  the  index, 
but  it  is  grouped  under  the  letter  Z 
heading  in  the  index;  so  we  think  the 


name  must  have  been  intended  for  Zim- 
merman. 

An  interested  subscriber  has  written 
us  that  he  thinks  "Durets  Creek"  which 
we  have  on  page  68,  paragraph  1,  should 
have  been  "Jouetts  Creek."  He  says 
that  Matthew  Jouett,  uncle  of  the  dis- 
tinguished Kentucky  artist  by  that  name, 
laid  his  land  entries  on  a  creek  which 
took  his  name,  and  that  the  location 
makes  it  clear  that  our  "Durets  Creek" 
is  the  same.  This  is  perhaps  true,  but 
as  the  entry  in  the  old  volume  was  per- 
fectly clear,  and  written  "Durets,"  we 
printed  it  in  that  form.  The  Clerk  of 
the  Land  Commission  might  very  readily 
have  misunderstood  the  pronunciation 
of  the  word  as  it  was  called  out  in  Court. 

Our  correspondent  referred  to  above 
also  thinks  the  name  John  Boffman,  page 
65,  paragraph  2,  should  have  been  Jacob 
Boffman,  but  again  the  name  in  the  old 
record  is  perfectly  clear,  and  reads 
"John."  It  may  have  been  an  error  of 
the  clerk.

A  GENTLEWOMAN  OF  KENTUCKY 


(Editor's  Note) 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  Kev.  F.  W. 
Eberhardt,  of  Georgetown,  Ky.,  for  his 
kindness  in  sending  us  for  this  issue  the 
appreciation  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lister 
Witherspoon,  which  we  are  publishing 
herewith.  Mrs.  Witherspoon  had  been 
for  many  years  a  faithful  officer  of  the 
Historical  Society,  never  missing  a  meet- 
ing either  of  the  Society  or  its  Executive 
Committee,  until  failing  health  made  it 
impossible  for  her  to  attend.  Her  in- 
terest in  the  Society  extended  over  a 
long  period  of  years,  and  in  the  trying 
days  of  its  re-organization,  when  its 
financial  condition  was  often  a  matter 
of  grave  concern  her  loyalty  took  a  very 
substantial  turn. 

At  the  time  of  her  death,  she  was  a 
Vice-President  of  the  Society  and  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  loss  of  her  wise  counsel  and  never 
failing  interest  will  be  keenly  felt. 


Martinette  Viley  "Witherspoon 
1851-1923 
King  Lemuel,  maker  of  oracles,  writ- 
ing with  the  pen  of  inspiration,  has  given 
us  God's  ideal  of  the  perfect  woman. 
The  four  cardinal  virtues  she  exempli- 
fies— wife,  mother,  homemaker,  comfort- 
er— are  the  priceless  treasures  of  hu- 
manity, whether  in  wigwam  or  palace. 
Such  a  woman,  wife,  mother,  home- 
maker,  comforter,  and  friend — was  Mar- 
tinette Viley  Witherspoon,  wife  of 
Lister  Witherspoon,  who  died  at  her 
home,  Loto  Wana,  near  Versailles,  Ken- 
tucky, January  31,  1923. 


Mrs.  Witherspoon  was  the  last  per- 
son in  the  world  to  claim  the  perfection 
of  the  inspired  oracle,  but  those  who 
knew  her  well — her  family  and  her 
friends — unite  in  paying  to  her  memory 
the  highest  tribute  of  love  and  esteem. 
She  was  indeed  a  noble  type  of  a  Ken- 
tucky gentlewoman. 

This  brief  paper  is  neither  a  biography 
nor  a  critical,  disinterested  character  de- 
lineation. It  is  an  appreciation  from 
one  who,  for  thirty  years,  has  felt  the 
gracious  influence  of  her  life  and  the 
sympathetic  encouragement  of  her  wise 
counsel ;  who  was  privileged  of ttimes  to 
be  a  guest  in  the  charming  home  over 
which  she  presided;  and  who  found 
within  its  friendly  walls  a  golden  stair- 
way luring  his  earth-treading  feet  up  to 
the  shining  portals  of  the  Eternal  Home. 

Born  and  reared  amid  the  sylvan  love- 
liness of  ' '  Stonewall, ' '  in  the  fairest  re- 
gion of  the  Bluegrass,  she  was  connect- 
ed by  blood  ties  with  many  of  the  most 
distinguished  families  in  the  State  and 
nation.  Her  own  life  added  luster  to  her 
heritage.  Her  father  was  Major  War- 
ren Viley,  her  mother  Jane  Martin  Viley. 
Mrs.  Paul  Lansing  of  Lexington  is  a 
sister,  and  Captain  Breckenridge  Viley, 
recently  deceased,  a  brother.  She  grew 
up  amid  the  happy  influences  she  her- 
self so  well  described  in  a  paper  on  the 
Viley  family,  published  in  the  Register 
of  Kentucky  State  Historical  Society  for 
May  1909  :  "Warren  Viley 's  lovely  home 
has  always  been  the  seat  of  cordial  hos- 
pitality, and  there  have  been  entertained 
the  most  prominent  men  of  the  day.  Its 
famous  woodland  has  been  the  scene  of 
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a  number  of  big  barbecues,  which  have 
marked  great  epochs  in  Kentucky  poli- 
tics  Warren   Viley   was   a 

splendid  type  of  Kentuekian  at  his  best ; 
noble  hearted,  courageous  and  upright, 
of  knightly  courtesy,  hospitable  and 
generous,  simple  and  kindly." 

Fifty-three  years  ago  she  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Lister  Witherspoon. 
Their  Golden  Wedding  celebrated  a  few 
years  ago,  was  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished events  in  the  social  annals  of 
Central  Kentucky.  Her  husband  and 
children — Warren  V.  of  Lexington,  Mrs. 
M.  A.  Buffin»ton,  of  Fall  Eiver,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  Mrs.  O.  L.  Alexander  of 
New  York  City — cherish  her  memory 
and  call  her  blessed.  Another  son,  Lis- 
ter, Jr.,  a  young  man  full  of  the  noblest 
promise  died  some  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Witherspoon  was  a  high  minded, 
high  spirited,  brave  and  generous  wo- 
man. She  was  tender  hearted  as  a  Little 
child,  but  capable  of  flaming  indigna- 
tion in  the  presence  of  injustice.  Her 
sympathy  was  ever  ready,  whether  to 
weep  with  those  who  weep  or  to  rejoice 
with  tkase  who  rejoice — ever  ready  to 
share  the  troubles  of  others,  open  hand- 
ed in  the  use  of  her  time  and  means. 

Loyalty  and  sincerity  were  outstand- 
ing traits  of  her  life.  Pretense  and 
hypocrisy  she  despised.  Though  always 
courteous,  she  seldom  attempted  to  dis- 
guise her  real  attitude  toward  truth. 

Her  fidelity  to  husband  and  children 
manifested  itself  in  unfaltering  de- 
votion ;  her  life  was  a  constant  outpour- 
ing of  love  for  them.  She  planned  for 
them,  ministered  to  them  in  sickness  and 
health  by  day  and  by  night ;  encourag- 
ing them,  restraining  them,  urging  them 


ever  to  the  noblest  goal,  and  leading  the 
way.  It  has  been  said  that  the  modern 
man  wants  in  his  wife  a  friend  and  a 
partner,  where  his  grandfather  wanted 
a  housekeeper.  In  the  best  sense  of 
these  terms  Mrs.  Witherspoon  was  all 
three. 

The  same  loyalty  was  shown  to  her 
friends.     She  was  herself  a  perfect  ex- 
pression of  the  sentiment  written  with 
her  own  hand,  in  a  book  sent  as  a  gift : 
"My  friend  in  the  dark  days, 
My  friend  in  the  bright  days, 
My  friend  always." 

From  her  honored  father  she  inherit- 
ed a  passionate  ardor  for  the  ideals  and 
heroes  of  the  Confederacy,  and  was-  ever 
and  always  a  Kentuekian. 

In  the  sphere  of  religion  her  loyalty 
was  most  beautiful.  The  crucified,  risen, 
and  glorified  Son  of  God  was  her  Master 
as  well  as  her  Savior.  The  Bible  was 
His  revealed  will,  the  chart  and  compass 
for  the  sea  of  her  life.  The  simple,  spir- 
tual  organization  of  a  New  Testament 
Church  was  to  her  the  sphere  of  Divine 
service.  No  matter  if  the  brotherhood 
was  exalted  or  lowly,  they  were  His 
and  so  was  she,  and  persistently  she  gave 
of  her  best  in  doing  "what  she  could" 
for  Him.  Like  the  sage  of  Uz  she  guard- 
ed the  faith  of  her  family.  When  her 
children  made  their  homes  in  far  dis- 
tant cities,  how  solicitious  she  was  that 
they  should  first  of  all  find  the  right 
church  affiliation  in  the  new  environ- 
ment !  One  simply  could  not  visualize 
her  conforming  church  membership  to 
social  expediency.  With  her  loyalty  in 
religion  she  combined  a  noble  faith  in 
Divine  Providence.  Grief  was  no 
stranger   to   her   and  sorrow,    anguish, 
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and  loss  drove  her  nearer  to  God.  Well 
she  knew  that,  "To  those  that  love  God 
all  thing's  work  together  for  good. ' ' 

There  was  a  prophet 's  chamber  in  her 
home,  prepared  at  all  times  for  the  min- 
ister of  her  family,  and  other  true  men 
of  God. 

She  was  ambitious,  coveting  eaniestlj" 
the  best  gifts  for  her  loved  ones,  her 
friends,  and  herself.  Her  ambition  how- 
ever, was  not  that  inordinate  craving  for 
wealth  and  preferment  which  has  marred 
so  many  lives,  but  rather  for  the 
things  of  abiding  value  in  time  and  eter- 
nity 

Her  kindly  consideration  for  the  feel- 
ings of  others  made  her  efforts  to  help 
those  in  need  of  help  wonderfully  ef- 
fective. When  the  writer,  then  a  young 
preacher  just  out  of  school,  became  the 
minister  of  the  Church  to  which  her 
family  belonged  she  assisted  him  in  num- 
berless ways;  always  with  the  most  de- 
licate kindness;  never  at  any  time  al- 
lowing it  to  appear  that  she  was  acting 
as  mentor  or  critic. 

As  already  indicated  Mrs.  Wither- 
spoon  was  by  birth  and  rearing  a  woman 
of  refinement.  She  was  cultivated  in  all 
the  arts  and  graces  of  polite  society,  but 
more  than  these  she  was  a  woman  of  the 
truest  culture.  Endowed  by  nature  with 
a  strong  intellect  and  pleasing  person- 
ality she  improved  these  by  careful  ob- 
servation, wide  reading,  and  close  study. 
She  was  never  an  imitator  of  others. 
Honoring  her  own  individuality  and 
knowing  that  improvement  of  the  real 
self  is  a  duty  one  owes  to  God  and 
humanity,  she  did  not  place  undue  value 
on  outward  forms.  The  successful  gard- 
ener looks  first  of  all  to  the  preparation 


of  the  soil,  otherwise  the  cultivation  of 
that  which  the  soil  produces  will  yield 
but  meager  fruitage.  The  perfect  hon- 
esty of  Mrs.  Witherspoon's  life  revealed 
itself  in  the  sincerity  of  her  culture,  so 
that  the  longer  one  knew  her  the  more 
her  accomplishments  were  appreciated, 
and  the  more  one  realized  that  the  charm 
of  her  manner  was  the  real  fruitage  of 
her  heart,  and  not  the  artificial,  galvan- 
ized affectation  of  heartless  custom. 

Because  of  this  sincerity  of  her  intel- 
lectual being  she  maintained  a  fresh  and 
vigorous  interest  in  life,  even  when  her 
physical  strength  had  become  enfeebled 
through  illness.  Like  the  poet  Longfel- 
low she  endeavored  "each  year  to  grow 
a  little  new  wood." 

She  was  a  delightful  conversationalist, 
always  having  something  worth  while  to 
say  and  saying  it  in  an  alert,  happy 
manner.  There  was  always  a  glint  of  wit 
in  her  talk  which  at  times  bubbled  over 
in  droll  mimicry.  A  timid  member  of  any 
group  where  she  was  present  felt  him- 
self drawn  out  by  her  tactful  interest 
and  patient  attention. 

I  never  knew  a  better  letter  writer: 
perfect  in  form  and  wonderfully  free 
and  interesting  in  subject  matter,  the 
letters,  written  in  a  beautiful  copper 
plate  hand,  were  in  themselves  the  finest 
expression  of  a  gifted  mind. 

The  old  home  at  Glenartney  as  I  knew 
it  was  a  striking  example  of  good  taste 
in  furnishing  and  decoration ;  furniture, 
carpets,  hangings,  napery,  silver,  china, 
and  etc.  were  all  of  the  finest,  but  every- 
thing harmonious.  The  house  itself  was 
old  but  by  its  setting  of  magnificent 
forest  trees,  well  arranged  shrubbery 
and  sloping  lawns,  it  was  to  me  one  of 
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the  loveliest  spots  in  all  Kentucky.  Mrs 
Witlierspoon  was  a  Nature  lover.  Trees, 
flowers,  birds,  squirrels,  and  even  dogs 
had  a  large  place  in  her  affections,  while 
horses  were  to  her  a  particular  delight. 

A  love  of  music  entered  into  the  en- 
richment of  her  life — not  necessarily  the 
commercialized  music  of  the  concert 
hall  or  opera  house,  though  the  best  of 
this  was  not  without  its  appeal.  Unfor- 
tunately for  our  day  all  the  elements  of 
culture  and  recreation  have  become  so 
commercialized  that  we  seem  to  have  lost 
the  capacity  for  spontaneous  enjoyment 
at  home  or  abroad.  To  her,  music  was 
more  than  an  art;  it  was  a  source  of 
spiritual  uplift  and  consolation.  She 
loved  the  standard  heart  songs  of  all 
lands,  particularly  those  of  the  South. 
For  years  she  served  as  organist  of  the 
Church  with  Which  she  and  all  her 
family  were  identified,  where  the  nob- 
ler hymns  of  Christian  worship  were  in- 
variably selected  by  her  for  the  service 
of  praise. 

Her  literary  appreciation  was  broad 
and  comprehensive.  She  read  widely 
and  discerningly,  the  best  of  the  old 
Avriters.  The  standard  literary  maga- 
zines were  to  be  found  in  her  home. 
These  she  read  and  marked  and  dis- 
cussed with  friends ;  forming  her  own 
opinion  without  waiting  for  the  decision 
of  the  critics.  She  was  the  first  of  my 
acquaintances  to  recognize  the  literary 
artistry  of  the  Dean  of  Kentucky  letters 
and  the  promise  of  greatness  revealed  in 
his  first  stories.  She  was  the  first  also 
to  discern  his  lapse  from  the  high  ideals 
of  his  earlier  visions  under  the  influence 
first,  of  pagan  hedonism,  and  after- 
wards, of  scholastic  rationalism.    There 


was  always  in  her  mind  a  keen  regret 
that  one  who  was  so  gifted  in  portraying 
our  distinctive  Bluegrass  social  system, 
should  be  so  blind  to  its  truest  interpre- 
tation: We  are  waiting  still  for  the 
prophet  he  might  have  been,  the  seer 
who  shall  reveal  to  the  world  the  soul  of 
that  culture  which  more  than  a  hundred 
years  ago  blossomed  and  bore  fruit  in 
this  fair  garden  of  the  Lord,  shut  in  by 
the  Cotton  Kingdom  of  the  South,  the 
Industrial  Empire  of  the  North ;  isolat- 
ed by  the  mountain  ramparts  of  the 
East,  and  the  uninhabited  lands  of  the 
"West;  composite  of  the  pioneer  culture 
of  two  hundred  years  of  Cavalier,  Puri- 
tan, Huguenot,  and  Celtic  Americanism. 

To  Mrs.  Witlierspoon  the  writer  is 
also  indebted  for  his  first  acquaintance 
with  such  Kentucky  authors  as  John 
Fox  and  Alice  Hegan  Rice;  also  to 
Thomas  Nelson  Page  and  Henry  Van 
Dyke,  deep  pools  of  quiet  restfulness 
even  now,  when  surfeited  with  the 
tumult  of  the  turgid  sea.  of  modern  real- 
ism and  brutal  naturalism. 

Mrs.  Witlierspoon 's  interest  in  history 
was  a  natural  consequence  of  her  in- 
terest in  literature.  Careful  study  of 
her  own  family  records  led  her  through 
many  avenues  of  county,  state,  national, 
and  world  wide  research.  Her  connec- 
tion with  many  historical  organizations 
was  an  added  stimulus.  She  was  identi- 
fied with  practically  every  hereditary 
society  for  Southern  women — Colonial 
Dames,  Daughters  of  the  American  Re- 
volution, Daughters  of  the  Confederacy, 
Huguenots,  National  Society  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  Barons  of  Runnymede, 
charter  member  of  River  Raisin  Chapter 
of  the  Daughters  of  1812,  and  a  national 
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officer  in  the  Order  of  the  Crown.  For 
many  years  she  was  one  of  the  vice-presi- 
dents of  the  Kentucky  State  Historical 
Society.  Her  book  on  the  genealogy  of 
her  family  will  undoubtedly  prove  of 
real  historic  value. 

After  all  however,  the  beauty  of  Mrs. 
Witherspoon 's  life  was  to  be  found  in 
the  sweet  winsomeness  of  her  person- 
ality, in  the  home  and  among  her  friends. 
These  all  join  in  crowning  her  memory, 
not  with  the  blazing  coronet  of  public 
acclamation,  but  with  the  modest  sprays 
of  f  or-get-me-nots  and  amaryllis  in  the 
chaplet  of  amaranth: 

A  Gentlewoman  of  Kentucky.

The  leisure  moments  of  the  busy,  use- 
ful life  of  Martinette  Yiley  Witherspoon 
were  occupied  in  an  earnest  effort  to 
collect  and  put  into  permanent  form  all 
available  material  pertaining  to  a  dis- 
tinguished ancestry. 

On  the  last  Christmas  of  her  earthly 
existence  she  placed  in  the  hands  of  her 
children  her  finished  work — "My  An- 
cestors." It  is  a  full  sheaf,  gleaned 
from  innumerable  sources. 

In  this  valuable  work  we  have  chroni- 
cled many  of  the  most  distinguished 
families  of  Colonial  times  with  authen- 
tic data  concerning  their  European  ori- 
gin and  in  some  instances,  indubitable 
evidence  of  many  generations  preceding 
the  American  immigration. 

The  accounts  of  the  pioneer  Kentuck- 
ians  are  of  much  interest  also,  but  the 
singular    charm    of    the    book    is    the 


author's  personal  recollections  of  her 
own  kindred  and  their  times — represen- 
tative Blue  Crass  families,  just  prior  to, 
and  following  the  Civil  War.

THE  BOONE  FAMILY. 
By  Hazel   Atterbury   Spraker. 

The  Historical  Society  has  been  re- 
cently enriched  by  the  addition  to  its 
library  of  a  new  volume  of  Boone  his- 
tory entitled  "The  Boone  Family." 
The  work  was  compiled  by  a  descendent 
of  the  family,  Hazel  Atterbury  Spraker 
(Mrs.  James  Randolph  Spraker),  of  No. 
64,  Dorchester  Road,  Buffalo,  New  York. 
Quarto,  half  leather  and  buckram,  691 
pages,  splendidly  illustrated,  including 
36  full  page  portrait  plates  and  many 
other  illustrations  pertaining  to  the 
family  history.  Price  $15.00.  Address 
compiler  at  the  address  given  above,  or 
the  publishers,  The  Tuttle  Company, 
11-13  Centre  Street,  Ruthland,  Vt. 

The  main  portion  of  the  book  is  de- 
voted to  a  genealogy  of  the  Boone  family 
and  its  collateral  lines,  and  will  be  very 
highly  prized  by  the  descendants  of  all 
the  lines,  and  will  be  a  valuable  addition 
to  genealogical  libraries.  The  biographi- 
cal sketch  of  Daniel  Boone  is  exceed- 
ingly interesting,  and  will  be  much  ap- 
preciated by  Kentuckians  generally,  re- 
gardless of  whether  they  are  of  the 
Boone  blood. 

The  work  is  compiled  along  standard 
genealogical  lines,  and  yet  is  so  care- 
fully arranged  and  well  written  as  to  be 
interesting  to  any  lover  of  history,  even 
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though,  he  may  not  ordinarily  care  for 
genealogy.  The  name  index,  covering 
some  42  pages  is  excellent,  the  illustra- 
tions are  artistic  and  printing,  binding 
and  paper  unusually  attractive.  To  be 
brief,  the  work  is  high  class,  reflecting 
great  credit  on  the  compiler  (only  love 
of  the  task  could  have  challenged  her  to 
the  great  labor  of  research  necessary  to 
the  splendid  results),  and  also  upon  the 
publishers  for  such  a  contribution  to 
good  book-making. 

We  recommend  it  to  all  Kentucky 
libraries,  especially  to  descendants  of  the 
Boone  line,  direct  or  collateral,  and  to 
lovers  of  history  generally. —  (Ed.) 


MILITARY   CERTIFICATES   NO.    1. 

Another  "Source  Book"  of  great 
value  has  been  found  among  the  State 
Archives. 


"While  looking  for  some  records  in  the 
file  room  of  the  Adjutant  General's  of- 
fice the  secretary  of  the  Historical  So- 
ciety discovered  among  some  old  Roster 
Books  a  leather  bound  volume,  appar- 
ently of  great  age,  and  marked  "Mili- 
tary Certificate,  No.  1." 

Upon  examination  this  book  proved 
to  contain  a  record  of  the  sendees  of  the 
men  who  served  under  General  George 
Rogers  Clark  and  Col.  Benjamin  Logan 
against  the  various  Indian  Tribes  who 
harassed  the  settlers  in  Kentucky  be- 
tween 1785  and  1800.  These  services 
were  mainly  against  the  Shawnee  and 
Wabash  Indians,  but  in  a  few  cases 
against  the  Cheegaumaugas  and  "South- 
ern Indians"  and  "on  the  Frontiers." 

An  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the 
names  is  now  being  made  which  will  be 
published  in  the  Register  as  soon  as 
space  permits. 
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
